U.S.  judge 
OKs  sale 
of  Brown 
household 
items

U.S.  Bankruptcy  Judge 
Alan  C.  Stout  this  week 
ordered  the  sale  of  per¬ 
sonal  property  from  the 
Paintsville  home  of  Kay 
Brown. 

Brown,  who  filed  for 
bankruptcy  in  January 
2012,  has  been  named  in 
criminal  indictments  in 
three  counties.  Her  legal 
issues  have  spread  from 
several  county  court¬ 
houses  to  the  U.S.  District 
Court  and  back  to  the 
county  courthouses. 

Documents  were  filed 
Monday  in  U.S.  District 
Court  approving  the  pri¬ 
vate  sale  of  personal  prop¬ 
erty  from  Kay  Brown’s 
former  Paintsville  home. 

Approved  were  the 
sale  of  furnishings  to 
Dr.  Loey  Kousa,  who  also 
purchased  the  Robin  Hill 
Road  home  from  Brown. 
Kousa  paid  $16,400  for 
selected  furnishings. 

Larry  Music  of 
Salyersville  bought  $2,000 
worth  of  household  items. 

The  remaining  items  in 
the  house  were  purchased 
for  $6,100  by  Paul  Brown 
of  Hager  Hill,  who  is  the 
guardian  for  James  Brown 
who  is  listed  as  the  largest 
creditor  for  the  estate  in 
bankruptcy. 

Kay  Brown  was  ordered 
to  turn  over  property  of 
the  estate  and  to  provide 
an  accounting  by  Jan.  21. 
The  order  was  for  prop¬ 
erty  that  had  a  purchase 
price  over  $500,  which  Kay 
Brown  and/or  Jim  Brown 
had  purchased  since 
January  2008. 

The  Browns  were  mar¬ 
ried  in  February  2008. 

In  December  2008,  Jim 
Brown,  former  Cynthiana 
mayor  and  businessman, 
suffered  a  stroke  that  ren¬ 
dered  him  unable  to  care 
for  his  affairs. 

Since  that  time,  his  wife 
has  been  accused  of  hav¬ 
ing  Jim’s  real  estate  hold¬ 
ings  deeded  to  herself  and 
cashing  in  certificates  of 
deposit  that  were  in  Jim’s 
name,  despite  a  prenuptial

Soldier’s  dogs  go  AW0L  from  sitter

Two  black  labs  go  absent 
without  official  leave. 

While  Captain  Adam 
Evans  of  the  149th  Vertical 
Construction  Company 
is  away  in  Afghanistan, 
Harrison  County  Assistant 
Animal  Control  Officer  Paul 
Colson  is  in  search  of  Evans’ 
pooches. 

According  to  Colson,  Evans 
released  his  mother  lab  and 
pup  into  the  care  of  Colson 
while  he  was  away  on  active 
duty  in  Afghanistan. 

“Capt.  Evans  told  me  that 


his  wife  was  unable  to  take 
care  of  the  family  and  all 
the  animals  in  his  absence,” 
explained  Colson.  “So  I 
offered  to  watch  them  for  him 
while  he  was  away.” 

Colson  said  the  day  before 
Evans  deployed,  the  soldier 
came  to  the  shelter  for  one 
final  visit  to  his  lab  mother 
and  pup. 

“They  had  just  come  out 
to  say  bye  to  the  two  labs,” 
said  Colson,  who  added  that 
the  two  dogs  were  spayed  last 
week. 

According  to  Colson,  Evans 


left  on  Monday,  Feb.  11,  for 
active  duty. 

“I  went  home,  which  is 
where  I  am  keeping  the  dogs, 
and  I  noticed  that  they  had 
broken  through  the  pens 
where  I  had  them,”  explained 
Colson.  “I  must  have  searched 
nearly  half  the  night  for 
those  two  dogs.” 

Colson  said  the  mother  lab, 
black  in  color,  and  the  young 
pup,  also  black,  are  still  unac¬ 
counted  for  at  this  time. 

The  last  location  of  the 
two  animals  was  somewhere 
around  Shaw  Lane  and  the 


Shadynook  area.  The  direc¬ 
tion  they  were  heading  is 
unknown. 

“I  hope  we  find  these  dogs 
soon,”  said  Colson.  “It  would 
be  hard  to  explain  to  a  return¬ 
ing  soldier  that  I  have  lost  his 
animals.” 

Colson  said  the  mother  lab 
was  wearing  a  red  color  and 
the  pup,  approximately  seven 
months  old,  was  wearing  a 
blue  collar.

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Commission  puts  Water  Works  Road  repairs  on  hold

The  Cynthiana  City 
Commission  remains  in  a 
quandary  over  the  closed  and 
barricaded  Water  Works/ 
Abdallah  Road. 

In  a  3-1  vote  Tuesday,  the 
commission  agreed  to  a  wait- 
and-see  approach  regarding 
repairs  that  would  open  the 
route  between  Ladish  Road 
and  Bridge  Street. 

The  road  was  closed  last 
summer  when  a  portion  of 
the  road  collapsed  after  soil 
eroded  from  the  underside  of 
the  pavement. 

Commissioner  Roger  Slade 
said  the  recommendation  of 
Gary  Royalty,  director  of  pub¬ 
lic  works/utilities,  is  to  see 
what  impact  the  new  bypass 
has  on  traffic  coming  into 
Cynthiana  before  spending 
money. 

However,  Mayor  Steve 
Moses  said  he  has  been 
in  contact  with  the  state’s 
Transportation  Cabinet  and 
there  could  be  a  savings  to 
Cynthiana  if  the  city  would 
join  the  state  in  purchasing 


material  for  the  project. 

Commissioner  Gary 
Brunker,  who  said  he  greatly 
respects  the  recommendation 
of  Royalty,  made  a  motion  to 
wait  until  the  bypass  is  com¬ 
plete  before  moving  forward 
with  any  plans  for  repair. 

Moses  questioned  if  it  was 
the  commission’s  wish  to  tell 
the  state  no  if  they  called  ask¬ 
ing  the  city  to  join  them  and 
save  money. 

Slade  seconded  Brunker’s 
motion.  However,  he  told  the 
mayor  that  negotiations  with 
the  state  should  remain  open. 
Commissioner  Jack  Keith 
agreed. 

The  mayor  was  the  only 
opposing  vote.  Commissioner 
Billy  Grayson  was  absent. 

In  other  business,  the  com¬ 
mission: 

•Heard  a  report  on  the 
hotel  feasibility  study  from 
Darlene  Bussell,  executive 
director  of  the  Cynthiana- 
Harrison  County  Economic 
Development  Authority. 

Bussell  told  commissioners 
that  the  investor  who  request¬ 


ed  the  study  had  backed  out 
of  the  project.  She  said  he  ini¬ 
tially  asked  that  the  city  and 
county  pay  half  of  the  costs 
of  the  study  and  he  would 
pay  the  other  half.  Then,  he 
agreed  to  pay  all  of  the  costs. 

Now,  she  said,  he  has 
backed  out  as  a  primary 
investor/developer  for  a  hotel 
for  Cynthiana,  and  backed  out 
of  the  study. 

Bussell  said  the  study  will 
move  forward,  however,  it  will 
change  from  being  specific 
to  the  hotel  the  investor  was 
looking  at  to  a  community 
overview  that  will  benefit  any 
potential  investor  or  devel¬ 
oper. 

The  cost  will  also  decrease, 
Bussell  said.  The  original 
plan  would  have  been  about 
$2,000  for  the  city’s  portion. 
The  community  overview  will 
be  a  maximum  $1,650. 

“I  think  this  is  the  way  we 
need  to  go,”  Bussell  said.  “We 
want  to  press  forward.” 

She  noted  that  the  study 
has  already  proven  that 
Cynthiana  and  Harrison 


County  could  support  a  50  to 
60  bed  hotel. 

•Approved  the  first  read¬ 
ing  of  an  ordinance  for  a 
Planning  and  Zoning  map 
amendment  update.  The 
update  makes  no  zoning 
changes  only  converts  the 
existing  map  from  a  hand- 
drawn  map  to  a  digital  ver¬ 
sion. 

Moses  suggested  that  com¬ 
missioners  visit  the  P&Z 
office  to  see  the  large  map. 

•Agreed  to  be  co-applicant 
with  P&Z  on  a  Citizens 
Institute  on  Rural  Design 
grant  for  which  the  city/coun¬ 
ty  match  would  be  $7,000. 

•Approved  a  resolution 
adopting  Title  VI  implementa¬ 
tion  for  the  city  with  regard 
to  a  Community  Development 
Block  Grant  for  public  facili¬ 
ties.  Title  VI  applies  to  the 
Civil  Rights  Act  and  prohibits 
the  city  from  engaging  in  any 
discriminatory  action. 

•Heard  Brunker  report 
on  behalf  of  Grayson  that  a 
plaque  will  be  posted  in  the 
new  Athletic  Center  at  City 


Hall  honoring  the  late  Dave 
Kennedy,  who  worked  on  the 
renovation  project. 

•  Heard  Brunker  report 
that  two  of  the  city’s  fire 
trucks  are  in  need  of  repairs. 
A  1998  truck  that  has  only 
37,000  miles  and  5,000  hours 
has  three  of  its  six  cylinders 
seized  up. 

The  cost  of  that  repair  is 
$9,000. 

A  second  truck  is  having 
clutch  problems.  However, 
Chief  Jay  Sanders  said 
the  scope  of  that  repair  is 
unknown  because  it  cannot 
be  taken  out  of  service  to  be 
assessed  since  the  1998  truck 
is  down. 

•Heard  Slade  report  that  the 
city  still  has  18  tons  of  salt 
on  hand  to  assist  with  snow 
clean-up. 

He  added  that  using  the  salt 
has  created  some  road  prob¬ 
lems  in  the  form  of  potholes 
that  the  city  public  works 
department  are  now  filling. 

•Met  in  executive  session 
to  discuss  real  estate  acquisi¬ 
tion.

agreement  that  stated  that  Jim  would  retain  sole 
ownership  of  the  property. 

Kay  Brown  also  faces  criminal  charges  in 
Lawrence  and  Johnson  counties  where  she  was 
indicted  in  November  and  December  2012. 

Brown  is  alleged  to  have  stolen  and  obtained  sev¬ 
eral  millions  of  dollars  by  various  means  including 
CD’s,  monetary  gifts,  property  transfers,  and  unau¬ 
thorized  purchases  using  assets  of  her  husband, 
James  Brown,  for  her  personal  financial  gain. 

Kay  Brown’s  brother,  Roger  Kirk,  also  faces  crimi¬ 
nal  charges  related  to  the  case. 

Kay  Brown  is  scheduled  for  a  three-day  jury 
trial  on  March  26,  27  and  28  in  Harrison  County  on 
charges  of  financial  exploitation  of  an  adult  (more 
than  $300),  first  degree  perjury  and  second  degree 
criminal  possession  of  a  forged  instrument. 

She  entered  a  not  guilty  plea  and  an  attorney 
was  appointed  for  her  in  Harrison  Circuit  Court  on 
Tuesday,  Dec.  18. 

Don’t  fall  for  do-not-call  scam 

Scammers  have  been  making  phone  calls  pos¬ 
ing  as  representatives  of  the  National  Do  Not  Call 
Registry.  The  calls  claim  to  provide  an  opportu¬ 
nity  to  sign  up  for  the  registry  or  ask  consumers  to 
verify  their  information.  Of  course,  the  callers  are 
really  trying  to  solicit  personal  information,  which 
opens  victims  up  to  identity  fraud. 

How  the  Scam  Works: 

Someone  calls  you  claiming  to  represent  the 
National  Do  Not  Call  Registry.  The  registry  “offi¬ 
cial”  asks  for  personal  information,  such  as  name, 
address  and  Social  Security  number.  The  scam  has 
several  variations.  In  one,  the  caller  wants  to  verify 
that  you  are  on  the  National  Do  Not  Call  Registry. 
In  another,  he/ she  claims  to  give  you  a  chance  to 
register  your  phone  number. 

Just  hang  up  the  phone;  This  is  a  scam. 
Representatives  from  the  registry  will  not  call  you. 
Plus,  sharing  personal  information  with  the  caller 
will  just  put  you  at  risk  for  identity  theft. 

How  to  Protect  Yourself  from  Scam  Calls: 

Don’t  share  your  personal  information  if  some¬ 
one  calls  you  claiming  to  represent  the  National  Do 
Not  Call  Registry. 

Do  not  call  the  scammers  back. 

Remember  that  your  participation  in  the  National 
Do  Not  Call  Registry  does  not  expire.  Do  not  listen  to 
claims  otherwise.

Court  ups  budget  for  Parks  and  Rec.,  jail

The  Harrison  County 
Fiscal  Court  passed  the 
first  reading  of  an  ordi¬ 
nance  that  will  include 
an  additional  $83,570 
in  the  budget  for  the 
remaining  fiscal  year. 

With  March  1 
approaching,  which 
marks  the  date  when  the 
Parks  and  Recreation 
Committee  will  assume 
all  recreational  respon¬ 
sibilities,  the  fiscal 
court  is  pressed  to  pass 
a  budget  amendment 


that  will  include  funds 
needed  for  operation  of 
recreation. 

Of  the  $83,570  includ¬ 
ed  in  the  ordinance, 
$60,570  will  be  desig¬ 
nated  to  fund  parks 
and  recreation  for  the 
remaining  three  months 
of  the  fiscal  year. 

The  remaining  $23,000 
will  be  earmarked  for 
the  jail  budget,  of  which 
is  all  new  funding  by 
grants. 

The  court  passed  the 
first  reading  of  the 


ordinance  by  a  vote  of 
5-2,  with  magistrates 
Bradley  Marshall  and 
Bradley  Copes  voting 
against. 

During  committee 
reports,  Magistrate 
Missy  Lutz,  who  also 
serves  on  the  Parks  and 
Recreation  Committee, 
informed  the  court  that 
interviews  for  the  direc¬ 
tor’s  position  has  begun 
with  five  candidates. 

Lutz  said  a  decision 
may  be  made  as  soon  as 
Friday  for  the  position. 


Also  discussed  during 
committee  reports  was 
the  road  budget. 

“We  are  way  under 
costs  due  to  a  mild  win¬ 
ter,”  said  road  supervi¬ 
sor  Jamie  McCarty. 

“The  bins  are  full  and  it 
has  basically  allowed  us 
to  work  on  other  proj¬ 
ects  ahead  of  time.” 

Finally,  Harrison 
County  Clerk  Linda 
Furnish  presented  the 
court  with  excess  fees 
collected  in  the  sum  of 
$18,863.

To  the  editor: 

As  any  family  member  will  tell 
you,  all  the  young  men  and  women 
who  left  the  Cynthiana  Armory 
Monday,  Feb.  11  are  ttrue  herd’s. 
Make  no  mistake,  they  are  truly 
the  next  greatest  generation. 

But  I  would  like  to  tell  you  about 
one  I  know  personally.  I’ve  known 
this  man  for  41  years  and  he  is  a 
born  leader,  the  type  of  person 
you  would  want  with  you  in  a 
fight  or  a  foxhole.  He  has  made 
a  career  of  helping  others.  Two 
weeks  out  of  high  school  he  left 
for  the  Air  Force  where  he  ended 
up  a  medic  in  the  First  Gulf  War 


in  Kuwait.  When  his  five  years  of 
duty  were  up  he  became  a  fire¬ 
man  and  EMT,  he  also  joined  the 
National  Guard  and  decided  to 
make  a  career  of  both. 

He  became  a  Paramedic  in  civil¬ 
ian  life  and  a  phatoon  leader  in 
the  Guard.  In  2008  he  went  back 
to  the  Middle  East.  This  time  to 
Afganistan  where  he  sometimes 
had  to  use  his  medical  training 
to  help  Afgan  civilians  who  were 
blown  apart  by  suicide  bombers.

State  agenda  is  already  full 


When  the  General 
Assembly  meets  in  odd- 
numbered  years,  it  has 
a  much  different  sched¬ 
ule  than  it  does  in  those 
ending  in  an  even  num¬ 
ber. 

The  meeting  time  is  30 
rather  than  60  days,  and 
the  first  four  of  those 
are  set  aside  just  to 
elect  legislative  leaders 
and  appoint  members  to 
committees.  The  bulk  of 
our  work  doesn’t  begin 
until  early  February,  and 
it  effectively  ends  a  little 
more  than  a  month  later. 

That  tightened  time- 
frame  means  our  sched¬ 
ule  fills  up  quickly,  and 
that  was  certainly  the 
case  last  week  when  my 
legislative  colleagues  and 
I  returned  to  the  Capitol 
on  Tuesday. 

By  the  time  we  had 
wrapped  up  our  first 
week  of  work  on  Friday, 
two  major  priorities  were 
on  their  way  to  the  state 
Senate,  where  they  are 
expected  to  be  received 
favorably. 

On  Thursday,  the 
House  voted  overwhelm¬ 
ingly  for  legislation  that 
would  give  many  of  our 
public  four-year  univer¬ 
sities  the  ability  to  use 
their  own  revenue  to 
build  a  wide  array  of 
new  or  updated  facilities. 
A  significant  portion  of 
these  projects,  which  top 
$360  million,  will  take 
place  at  the  University 
of  Kentucky,  includ¬ 
ing  major  upgrades  at 
Commonwealth  Stadium. 
Combined,  these  projects 
are  expected  to  generate 
about  5,000  jobs. 

On  Friday,  the  House

State  Rep. 

put  its  near-unanimous 
support  behind  House 
Bill  1,  which  will  increase 
transparency  and 
accountability  among 
our  special  taxing  dis¬ 
tricts.  They  range  from 
public  utilities,  libraries, 
airports  to  volunteer  fire 
departments. 

I  am  co-sponsoring  this 
bill  because  it  is  impor¬ 
tant  that  the  public  be 
able  to  see  how  its  tax 
dollars  are  being  spent, 
no  matter  where  that 
may  be.  At  the  same 
time,  it’s  important  to 
point  out  that  this  bill 
does  not  interfere  with 
the  day-to-day  work  these 
districts  do  for  us.  In 
fact,  the  bill’s  main  spon¬ 
sor,  House  Speaker  Greg 
Stumbo,  praised  their 
contributions.  I,  too, 
thank  the  many  citizens 
who  have  given  their 
time  to  serve  on  our  spe¬ 
cial  district  boards. 

According  to  the  audi¬ 
tor’s  office,  which  began 
compiling  a  comprehen¬ 
sive  list  last  year,  there 
are  more  than  1,200  spe¬ 
cial  districts  across  the 
state,  and  they  oversee 
more  than  $2  billion 
worth  of  services  annu¬ 
ally.  That’s  about  how 
much  the  state  provides 
to  our  elementary  and 
secondary  schools. 

This  bill  also  clarifies 


a  lot  of  often-confusing 
rules  that  affect  the 
districts.  The  audi¬ 
tor’s  office  was  able  to 
identify  more  than  1,000 
state  statutes  that  cover 
this  area,  with  some 
dating  back  more  than 
a  century.  This  bill 
streamlines  that,  and  it 
ensures  that  those  over¬ 
seeing  the  districts  fall 
under  the  same  local  eth¬ 
ics  laws  that  other  offi¬ 
cials  in  their  community 
have  long  followed. 

When  Gov.  Steve 
Beshear  addressed  the 
General  Assembly  on 
Wednesday  as  part  of 
his  annual  State  the 
Commonwealth  address, 
he  listed  several  other 
bills  he  hopes  can  pass 
this  year. 

The  biggest  challenge 
is  finding  a  way  to  put 
our  public  retirement 
systems  on  a  more  sus¬ 
tainable  path  without 
putting  an  undue  bur¬ 
den  on  those  who  depend 
on  it  or  on  the  taxpayer. 
This  issue  cannot  wait 
another  year  to  be  acted 
upon. 

He  pointed  out  that 
the  state  has  had  some 
great  successes  in  recent 
months.  For  example, 
our  unemployment  rate 
has  declined  by  a  fourth 
in  the  last  two  years, 
and  our  auto  industry 
produced  more  than 
one  million  vehicles 
last  year,  the  most  since 
2007.  Our  schools,  mean¬ 
while,  recently  placed 
10th  among  the  states 
in  “Education  Week,”  a 
national  publication  that 
takes  an  annual  look  at 
school  progress.  That’s 


up  from  34th  just  two 
years  ago. 

Some  of  Governor 
Beshear’s  priorities 
include  raising  the  high 
school  dropout  age  from 
16  to  18  and  approving  a 
package  of  bills  focusing 
on  our  younger  citizens. 
These  would  toughen 
the  laws  on  texting  while 
driving,  close  a  loophole 
in  the  state’s  booster  seat 
law  and  crack  down  on 
sexual  predators  who  try 
to  take  advantage  of  chil¬ 
dren  on  the  internet. 

As  I  mentioned,  there 
are  many  issues  com¬ 
peting  for  the  General 
Assembly’s  attention,  and 
the  clock  is  ticking  fast. 
A  lot  of  you  have  already 
contacted  me  about  your 
thoughts  or  concerns, 
and  I  really  appreciate 
that.  If  you  would  like 
to  do  the  same,  or  if  you 
have  a  young  student  who 
would  like  to  be  a  legisla¬ 
tive  page,  please  let  me 
know.  Being  a  page  is 
a  rewarding  experience 
for  those  wanting  to  see 
the  General  Assembly  in 
action.

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School  district  faces  $215,000  assessment  in  KSBIT  deficit  payoff

While  Kentucky’s  school 
districts  are  scrambling  to 
make  up  a  nearly  $60  million 
deficit  in  the  Kentucky  School 
Boards  Insurance  Trust 
(KSBIT),  Harrison  County  is 
sitting  marginally  better  off 
than  most. 

Yes,  Harrison  County  is 
one  of  over  100  districts  who 
will  be  forced  to  help  bail  out 
KSBIT  However,  while  many 
of  the  school  districts  will 
be  scrambling  to  find  other 
insurance  options,  Harrison 
County’s  administration  did 
that  two  years  ago. 

According  to  Julie  Asher, 
school  district  finance  officer, 
Harrison  County  opted  out 
of  KSBIT  two  years  ago  for 
workers  compensation  insur¬ 
ance  and  three  years  ago  on 


general  liability. 

Superintendent  Andy 
Dotson  said  it  became  a 
premium  issue  for  Harrison 
County  to  seek  other  insur¬ 
ance  alternatives. 

However,  leaving  the  strug¬ 
gling  KSBIT  did  not  eliminate 
the  district’s  liability  to  them. 

According  to  Dotson,  based 
on  a  high  estimate  of  $60 
million,  Harrison  County 
would  be  responsible  to  over 
$215,000,  an  amount  that  took 
administrators  by  surprise. 

The  first  surprise  came  in 
January  when  the  district 
received  a  letter  stating  that 
Harrison  County  would  be 
among  those  responsible  for 
recovering  the  deficit.  The 
second  surprise  came  last 
week  when  the  preliminary 
assessments  were  issued. 


“The  assessment  is  a  little 
bigger  than  what  I  anticipat¬ 
ed,”  said  Asher. 

Dotson  said  he  has  ques¬ 
tions  about  Harrison 
County’s  assessment. 

“My  obvious  question  is 
how  did  the  numbers  come 
up  the  way  they  did?”  he  said, 
noting  that  the  figures  the 
administrators  received  on 
Feb.  7  are  preliminary  and 
not  necessarily  what  will 
have  to  be  paid. 

“Our  hopes  are  that  they 
will  come  in  a  whole  lot  less,” 
Dotson  said. 

Asher  said  KSBIT  had  a  for¬ 
mula  that  took  into  account 
the  number  of  years  the  dis¬ 
trict  was  part  of  the  workers’ 
compensation  and  liability 
insurance  pool,  the  amount 
of  claims  made  by  the  district 


and  the  premium. 

The  Department  of 
Insurance  and  the  KSBIT 
board  each  had  to  approve 
the  formula  and  that  has 
been  done,  said  Assistant 
Superintendent  Dee  Gee 
Fischer. 

KSBIT  was  started  in  1978 
as  a  non-profit  self-insured 
program.  The  deficit  years 
are  1990  to  2011  for  workers 
compensation  and  1993-2011 
for  general  liability. 

Fischer  explained  that 
school  districts  will  have  the 
option  of  participating  in  a 
payment  recovery  over  10  to 
20  years. 

The  administrators  said 
that  while  Harrison  County’s 
$215,000  is  bad  enough,  they 
sympathize  with  neighbor¬ 
ing  districts  such  as  Paris 


Independent,  which  has  been 
assessed  at  $263,662;  Bourbon 
County  at  $431,816;  Nicholas 
at  276,946;  and  Fleming  at 
$365,559.  The  smaller  districts 
of  Pendleton  and  Robertson 
will  be  responsible  for  an  esti¬ 
mated  $138,460  and  $86,174, 
respectively. 

“I  don’t  think  anyone  is 
going  to  be  real  quick  to  pay 
this,”  said  Asher. 

“We’re  going  to  take  the 
wait  and  see  approach  at 
this  time,”  said  Dotson, 
who  added  that  this  year’s 
Kentucky  School  Boards 
Association  meetings  are 
scheduled  for  Feb.  22-24.  “It 
should  be  very  interesting  at 
KSBA.”

toward  informing  their 
consumers  about  their 
drinking  water. 

Blanton  said  the  con¬ 
sumer  confidence  report 
is  a  146-page  document 
that  he  likened  to  a 
report  card. 

The  U.S.  EPA  requires 
community  water  sys¬ 
tems  to  put  drinking 
water  quality  reports 
into  the  hands  of  their 
customers  annually  in 
the  belief  that  the  pub¬ 


lic  has  a  right  to  know 
about  local  environmen¬ 
tal  information.  While 
water  systems  are  free 
to  enhance  their  reports 
in  any  useful  way,  each 
report  must  notify  cus¬ 
tomers  of  sources  used, 
any  detected  contami¬ 
nants,  compliance  with 
regulations  and  educa¬ 
tion  information. 

The  reports  are  also 
useful  tools  to  promote 
public  participation  in 
protecting  water  sourc¬ 
es,  said  Kentucky’s  top

Applications  are  now 
available  for  families  in 
need  of  beds  for  their 
children. 

Through  the  help 
of  Morehead  State 
University’s  MSUCorp’s 
Program,  Harrison 
County  families  are  now 
able  to  apply  for  the 
Build- A-Bed  program. 

Laying  down  to  sleep 
at  night  in  an  oversized 
bed  is  often  a  luxury 
that  few  think  of. 

While  most  Harrison 
County  families  are 
snug  in  their  beds  at 
night,  there  are  still 
many  children  who  are 
forced  to  curl  up  on  the 
floor  because  they  have 
no  bed. 

“It’s  not  something 
we  tend  to  think 
about,”  said  Harrison 


County  High  School 
college  coach  Betsy 
Montgomery.  “But  how 
many  kids  in  our  school 
district  go  home  every 
night  and  know  there  is 
no  bed  for  them  to  lay 
in?” 

Harrison  County 
families  who  are  unable 
to  afford  beds  for  their 
children  are  now  able 
to  apply  for  a  new  bed 
through  the  Build- A-Bed 
Project.

Resources  for  Home  Energy  Assistance  are  dangerously  low 


Lack  of  available  assis¬ 
tance  could  make  this  a 
difficult  winter  for  the 
elderly  and  children  living 
in  poverty  Community 
Action  Council  is  bracing 
for  the  federally  funded 
Low-IncomeHomeEnergy 
Assistance  Program 
(LIHEAP)  to  run  out  of 
funds  by  mid  February, 
the  earliest  in  more  than 
a  decade.  Although  the 
Council  has  several  ener¬ 
gy  assistance  programs, 
the  federally  funded  pro¬ 
gram  is  by  far  the  larg¬ 
est  to  assist  families  with 
their  energy  bills.  Much 


of  the  funding  available 
to  help  low-income  fami¬ 
lies  has  already  been 
spent  in  the  months  of 
November  and  December. 
The  Council  is  preparing 
for  a  greater  need  locally 
as  temperatures  continue 
to  drop. 

The  Council’s  primary 
LIHEAP  Subsidy  pro¬ 
gram  assisted  residents 
with  low-income  with 
utility  costs  and  offered 
a  one-time  benefit  to 
eligible  households  in 
November  and  December. 
In  January,  the  LIEHAP 
Crisis  program  began.  As 


of  Jan.  18  the  Council  has 
helped  more  than  2,000 
households  by  spending 
more  than  $430,000  in 
energy  assistance  since 
Jan.  7,  2013. 

The  LIHEAP  Crisis 
program  uses  the  remain¬ 
ing  allocated  funds  (from 
the  LIHEAP  Subsidy 
program)  to  provide  a 
one-time  benefit  to  house¬ 
holds  with  a  disconnec¬ 
tion  notice.  An  unstable 
economy  has  drawn  peo¬ 
ple  in  a  crisis  situation 
(in  danger  of  losing  their 
heating  source)  to  the 
Council  in  greater  num¬ 


bers  this  year. 

“LIHEAP  is  essential 
to  low-income  individu¬ 
als  struggling  to  keep 
the  heat  on  this  winter 
and  we’re  concerned  that 
there  won’t  be  enough 
resources  to  meet  the 
demand  for  everyone  in 
need  this  year,”  said  Jack 
Burch,  Executive  Director 
of  Community  Action 
Council.  “Community 
support  for  the  program 
has  always  been  very  gen¬ 
erous,  but  the  cold  tem¬ 
peratures  are  creating 
more  need.” 

The  need  is  great  in 


our  area  and  the  Council 
depends  on  the  commu¬ 
nity  at  large  to  help  save 
families  with  low-income 
from  crisis.  The  gift  of 
warmth  is  invaluable  dur¬ 
ing  winter  months  and 
the  community  can  help 
heat  the  home  of  a  fam¬ 
ily  with  small  children 
or  seniors.  The  Council 
also  helps  with  home 
heating  bills  through  pri¬ 
vate  contributions  to  the 
Wintercare  Energy  Fund 
on  the  Kentucky  Utilities 
and  Columbia  Gas  of 
Kentucky  energy  bills.

Apparently,  a  pastor 
in  St.  Louis  ate  at  an 
Applebee’s  and  when  her 
bill  came  she  scratched 
out  the  18  percent  gratu¬ 
ity  that  is  often  standard 
restaurant  policy  for 
large  groups  and  wrote 
a  big  zero,  adding,  “I  give 
God  10  percent,  why  do 
you  get  18?”  She  signed  it 
“Pastor  Alois  Bell.” 

I  can’t  begin  to  tell 
you  how  insanely  furi¬ 
ous  that  made  me  when  I 
first  heard  about  it,  for  a 
number  of  reasons. 

My  youngest  daughter 
has  been  a  restaurant 
server  for  more  than 
a  decade,  and  she  says 
church  people  are  some

They 
ask  rude  questions  such 
as,  “Why  aren’t  you  in 
church?”  if  she’s  work¬ 
ing  on  a  Sunday.  (“Urn,  so 
I  can  wait  on  you?”) 

She  said  when  she

and  judgment,”  as  she 
told  “The  Smoking  Gun.” 
She  said  she  realized  her 
comment  on  the  receipt 
brought  embarrassment 
to  her  church  and  her 
ministry. 

I’d  add  that  it  probably 
made  God  blush,  except 
God  knows  that  his  peo¬ 
ple  are  sinful  and  he’s 
not  at  all  surprised  when 
we  act  sinfully. 

Still,  if  we  want  to  call 
ourselves  Christians, 
and  if  we  want  others 
to  be  attracted  to  Christ, 
we  have  to  stop  being  so 
arrogant  and  obnoxious 
“in  Jesus  name.” 

In  the  “Why  are 
Christians  such  bad  tip¬ 
pers?”  story,  the  writer, 
Karen  Prior,  made  an 
interesting  point,  that 
Christians  are  among  the 
most  sacrificially  giving 
people  and  there  must  be 
something  deeper  than 
just  stinginess  going  on 
when  it  comes  to  meager 
tipping. 

Prior  suggested  it  has 
more  to  do  with  bad  the¬ 
ology  than  bad  manners. 


She  said  (and  I  agree) 
that  many  Christians 
divide  the  world  into 
“secular”  or  “worldy” 
and  “sacred”  or  “spiri¬ 
tual,”  thus  elevating 
what  they  consider  to  be 
spiritual  and  demonizing 
what  they  consider  to  be 
secular. 

Therefore,  giving  to 
“God’s  work”  is  consid¬ 
ered  good  because  it’s 
“spiritual”  and  using 
money  on  secular  activi¬ 
ties,  such  as  eating  out, 
is  less  good.  Also  in  this 
line  of  thinking,  certain 
occupations  are  “higher” 
(pastors),  which  makes 
others  lesser  (restaurant 
servers). 

I’m  not  a  theologian, 
but  I  don’t  think  God 
uses  the  same  separa¬ 
tions  as  we  do.  I  don’t 
think  he  considers 
giving  our  money  to  a 
Christian  charity  better 
than  leaving  a  tip  for  a 
server  who  puts  up  with 
our  bad  manners.  In  fact, 
he  might  consider  that 
even  better. 

The  Bible  tells  those 


who  call  themselves 
Christ  followers:  “So 
whether  you  eat  or  drink 
or  whatever  you  do,  do  it 
all  for  the  glory  of  God. 
Do  not  cause  anyone  to 
stumble,  whether  Jews, 
Greeks  or  the  church 
of  God”  (1  Corinthians 
10:30-32). 

Maybe  in  God’s  eyes 
everything  we  do  is  spiri¬ 
tual;  everything  we  do, 
whether  it’s  in  church  or 
in  a  restaurant,  reflects 
his  name. 

Maybe  if  we  remember 
that  we  wouldn’t  turn  so 
many  off  to  Jesus.

Program.  He  completed 
the  training  program  in 
January.  The  program,  co¬ 
founded  by  Dr.  Greg  Rose 
and  PGA  Professional  Dave 
Phillips,  was  developed  to 
help  achieve  golf-specific 
goals  by  combining  Titleist’s 
custom  fitting  expertise  with 
the  physical  attributes  of 
the  golfer’s  body  and  swing 
technique.  The  co-found- 
ers  worked  with  and  stud¬ 
ied  the  best  golfers  in  the 


world  to  develop  the  proper 
techniques  and  programs 
to  identify  and  address  golf¬ 
ers’  swing  inhibiting  weak¬ 
nesses  and  improve  their 
strengths. 

The  program  includes  an 
evaluation  that  consists  of  a 
23-point  screening  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  golfer’s  range  of 
motion,  strength,  flexibility, 
stability,  posture  and  bal¬ 
ance  as  they  relate  to  the 
golf  swing.  When  the  evalua¬ 
tion  is  completed,  a  program 
will  be  developed  to  set  goals 
for  improvement  of  the  golf 
swing  and  game.  Benefits  of 
the  program  are  to  increase 
core  stability  and  mobil¬ 
ity,  develop  better  balance, 
reduce  injury  and  joint  pain 
and  improve  endurance. 

The  cost  of  the  program 
is  $250  for  an  individual  or 
$400  if  two  family  mem¬ 
bers  join  at  the  same  time. 


This  will  include  an  initial 
evaluation  and  a  six-week 
exercise  program,  followed 
by  a  re-assessment.  There 
will  not  be  a  wellness  center 
charge  during  the  six-week 
program. 

Caldwell  is  a  licensed  phys¬ 
ical  therapist  at  HMH,  where 
he  serves  as  co-manager 
of  the  HMH  Rehabilitation 
Services  Department.  A 
native  of  Nicholas  County, 
Caldwell  graduated  from 
Paris  High  School  in  1999.

Proper  design  and  quick  recogni¬ 
tion  of  problems  that  impede  cattle 
flow  are  essential  for  safe,  efficient 
cattle  handling. 

Design  and  operate  alleys  and  gates 
to  avoid  impeding  cattle  movement. 
When  operating  gates  and  catches, 
reduce  excessive  noise,  which  may 
cause  distress  to  the  animals.  Do  not 
use  whips,  prods,  and  sticks.  Avoid 
use  of  electric  cattle  prods  with  cattle. 
Whips  are  noisy  and  can  frighten  ani¬ 
mals.  Beating  with  sticks  or  boards 
stresses  animals,  causing  injuries 
and  making  them  more  difficult  to 
handle  in  the  future.  A  good  method 
for  driving  and  sorting  cattle  is  to  use 
a  broom  or  a  plastic  paddle.  Cattle 
seem  to  see  a  wider  implement  better 
and  follow  directions  more  readily 
if  such  an  aid  is  used  rather  than  a 
stick.  Avoid  twisting  tails  too  hard  or 
the  tail  may  break. 

Work  cattle  in  groups.  Cattle  have 
a  strong  herd  instinct  and  become 
nervous  or  aggressive  when  alone.  It 
is  best  to  work  at  least  two  or  three 
animals  at  a  time.  It  is  good  to  have 
one  or  two  mature  cows  in  the  group 
if  trying  to  work  a  group  of  young 
calves. 

Call  cattle  rather  than  drive  them. 
Train  cattle  to  come  to  your  shout 
or  truck  horn.  This  can  be  done  by 
blowing  your  truck  horn  or  shouting 


when  feeding  or  moving  cattle.  Cattle 
are  more  likely  to  respond  to  your 
call  in  the  morning  or  evening  than 
in  the  heat  of  the  day. 

Use  one-way  gates  to  keep  cattle 
from  backing  in  the  working  chute. 
Various  approaches  work,  from 
saloon-  type  doors  to  boards  manu¬ 
ally  placed  behind  the  cattle. 

Hydraulic  or  manual  restrain¬ 
ing  chutes  should  be  adjusted  to  the 
appropriate  size  of  cattle  to  be  han¬ 
dled. 

Regular  cleaning  and  maintenance 
of  working  parts  is  imperative  to 
ensure  the  system  functions  prop¬ 
erly  and  is  safe  for  the  cattle  and 
handlers. 

Avoid  slippery  surfaces,  especially 
where  cattle  enter  a  single-file  alley 
leading  to  a  chute  or  where  they  exit 
the  chute.  Grooved  concrete,  metal 
grating  (not  sharp),  rubber  mats,  or 
deep  sand  can  be  used  to  minimize 
slipping  and  falling. 

Grooved  concrete  floors  and  scored 
rubber  padding  improve  footing  and 
comfort.  This  is  most  important  for 
high  traffic  areas  such  as  parlor  hold¬ 
ing  pens  and  feedbunk  alleys. 

Quiet  handling  is  essential  to  min¬ 
imize  slipping.  Under  most  condi¬ 
tions,  no  more  than  two  percent  of 
the  animals  should  fall  outside  the 
chute.  A  level  of  more  than  two  per¬ 
cent  indicates  a  review  is  needed, 


asking  questions  such  as: 

•  Is  this  a  cattle  temperament 
issue? 

•  Has  something  in  the  handling 
area  changed  that  is  affecting  cattle 
behavior? 

Some  cattle  are  naturally  more 
prone  to  vocalize,  but  if  more  than 
five  percent  of  cattle  vocalize  (after 
being  squeezed  but  prior  to  proce¬ 
dures  being  performed),  it  may  be 
an  indication  that  chute  operation 
should  be  evaluated. 

If  more  than  25  percent  of  cattle 
jump  or  run  out  of  the  chute,  a  review 
of  the  situation  should  address  ques¬ 
tions  such  as: 

•  Is  this  a  result  from  cattle  tem¬ 
perament  or  prior  handling? 

•  Is  the  chute  operating  properly? 

Provide  a  sound  working  knowledge 

of  proper  cattle  handling  techniques 
to  all  individuals  who  handle  cattle 
on  the  farm.  Observe  employees  to 
ensure  they  are  properly  trained  and 
are  using  recommended  techniques 
for  the  tasks  at  hand.  Ongoing  educa¬ 
tion  should  be  part  of  the  farm  man¬ 
agement  plan,  including  the  animal 
behavior  concepts  explained  in  this 
manual.

For  the 
purposes  of  this  program,  socially 
disadvantaged  groups  have  been 
defined  as  women,  Blacks  or  African 
Americans,  American  Indians  or 
Alaskan  Natives,  Hispanics,  Asians, 
and  Native  Hawaiians  or  other  Pacific 
Islanders. 

Types  of  Loans 

•Operating  loans  may  be  used  for 
various  short  and  intermediate  type 
credit  needs,  such  as  the  purchase  of 
livestock  and  equipment  and  annual 
operating  expenses. 

•  Farm  ownership  loans  may  be  used 
for  the  purchase  and/or  improvement 
of  farmland  and  buildings. 

•  Microloans  available  with  a  max¬ 
imum  limit  of  $35,000  to  assist  the 
financial  operating  needs  of  family 
farm  operations.

I  suspect  most  of  you 
have  no  idea  about  the 
person  and  the  saintly 
episode  that  is  com¬ 
memorated  each  Feb.  14 
by  friends,  family  and 
most  importantly,  lov¬ 
ers.  In  fact,  there  are 
several  versions  of  how 
the  most  romantic  Saint 
became  a  commercial 
success. 

One  story  about  St.  Valentine  has  its 
origins  in  third  century  Rome  where 
the  Emperor  Claudius  II  outlawed  mar¬ 
riage  for  young  single  men  because  he 
valued  them  more  as  young  warriors. 
A  priest  by  the  name  of  Valentine 
defied  the  law  and  continued  to  secretly 
marry  the  young  soldiers  who  were  in 
love.  When  Emperor  Claudius  II  found 
out,  of  course,  he  ordered  Valentine’s 
death.  The  Catholic  Church  martyred 
him  for  his  commitment  to  love  and 
marriage  and  now  we  commemorate 
him  every  Feb.  14  by  expressing  our 
love  for  someone  else. 

With  Valentine’s  Day  upon  us,  mil¬ 
lions  of  flowers  have  been  purchased 
and  are  being  enjoyed  by  sweethearts 
across  the  country.  About  65  per¬ 
cent  of  those  flowers  were  import¬ 
ed  from  South  America  (Columbia 
and  Ecuador)  to  keep  up  with  the 
demand;  about  30  percent  came  from 
California.  The  No.  1  flower  given  on 
Valentine’s  Day  is  the  rose,  of  course, 
and  last  year  nearly  190  million  stems 
where  sold  on  this  one  day.  The  major¬ 
ity  were  red  roses,  because  they  sym¬ 
bolize  love,  respect  and  courage;  then 
yellow  for  friendship  (some  sources 
say  jealousy!);  white  suggests  inno¬ 
cence  and  secrecy  (two  things  typi¬ 
cally  not  associated  with  each  other); 
and  coral  (or  orange)  for  desire... so 
chose  accordingly. 

The  price  of  roses  this  time  of  the 
year  seems  to  be  inflated  but  really 
there  are  legitimate  reasons  for  the 
hefty  price.  Factors  that  affect  the 
price  of  roses  include  the  obvious: 
the  demand  is  so  high  for  the  flower 
on  this  one  day  that  growers  have  to 
work  very  hard  to  meet  the  need.  The 
energy  costs  for  greenhouse  growers 
during  the  shorter  and  colder  days  of 
winter  and  the  fact  that  growers  and 
retailers  work  longer  hours  and  staff 


additional  people  doesn’t 
help  to  keep  costs  down, 
either. 

To  get  the  most  out  of 
your  loved  one’s  invest¬ 
ment  in  roses  or  spring 
bouquets  take  some  sim¬ 
ple  steps  to  keep  your 
flowers  fresh.  Often  a 
bouquet  is  not  in  water 
when  we  receive  it  so  the 
first  order  of  business  is 
to  cut  the  stems  and  get  them  into 
water.  For  the  absolute  best  results  cut 
stems  under  water.  Fill  the  sink  with  a 
little  warm  water,  submerge  the  ends, 
and  make  a  clean  cut  at  an  angle.  It’s 
also  important  to  remove  any  leaves 
that  will  fall  below  the  water  line  once 
in  the  vase.  Foliage  will  foul  the  water 
more  quickly. 

Water  is  the  key  ingredient  for  keep¬ 
ing  flowers  fresh  longer.  Stems  that 
don’t  get  a  fresh  cut  every  couple  of 
days  get  clogged  with  bacteria  that 
get  drawn  into  the  flower  stem  as  it 
takes  up  water.  Re-cutting  the  stems 
allows  the  flower  to  continue  to  take 
up  water.  Each  time  you  recut  it  is  also 
a  good  idea  to  refresh  the  water. 

Refreshing  the  water  in  the  vase 
every  couple  of  days  is  sufficient  but 
floral  additives  can  help  the  flowers 
last  a  little  longer,  too.  If  you  don’t 
have  a  floral  additive  you  can  add  one 
of  these  concoctions:  two  tablespoons 
of  grapefruit  juice  and  a  teaspoon  of 
sugar;  a  can  of  sprite  or  7-Up;  or  a 
dash  of  bleach  or  hydrogen  peroxide 
(mixed  in  about  a  liter  of  water.)  If 
you  add  anything  that  has  sugar  in  it 
you  must  add  fresh  water  every  two- 
three  days  because  bacteria  will  grow 
faster  in  that  environment.  Reep  your 
arrangement  out  of  direct  sunlight 
and  away  from  sources  of  heat;  and 
consider  putting  it  in  the  refrigerator 
at  night. 

You  can  preserve  your  roses  for  sen¬ 
timental  value  by  drying  them.  Ideally, 
remove  the  roses  from  the  water  once 
they  have  opened  a  little  more  than 
half  way.  Bound  them  together  and 
hung  them  upside  down  in  a  cool  dry 
place.  When  the  flower  buds  are  firm 
and  dry  spray  them  with  aerosol  hair 
spray  or  a  product  especially  labeled 
for  floral  preservation.

The  Thorobreds  started  the 
game  a  little  slow  but  then  went 
on  a  10-to-zero  run  and  never 
surrendered  the  lead  in  the  best 
shooting  night  that  the  Breds 
have  had  in  two  weeks. 

Coach  Larry  Kendall  started  his

On  Tuesday  the  “bench”  was 
also  a  huge  contributor  as  several 
points  were  scored  and  a  better 
floor  game  resulted  from  the  reg¬ 
ular  substitution  pattern.

The  construction  was  only  the  beginning  of  the 
road  blocks  that  the  Harrison  County  Fillies  would 
endure  Monday  night  as  they  battled  the  Scott  High 
Lady  Eagles  in  a  game  pitting  two  10th  Region 
rivals. 

The  Fillies  were  working  to  continue  their  late- 
season  improvement  as  they  prepare  for  the  opening 
game  of  the  38th  District  Tournament  next  Monday 
against  Pendleton  County. 

The  assignments  facing  the  16-10  Lady  Eagles 
became  tougher  almost  immediately  as  sophomore 
point  guard  Kassidy  Cook  went  down  with  an  appar¬ 
ent  hamstring  injury. 

Coach  Kim  Furnish  said  after  the  game  that  Cook’s 
injury  was  still  being  evaluated. 

“We  think  it  is  a  hamstring,”  said  Furnish.  “We 
didn’t  want  to  risk  further  injury  by  playing  her 
more  tonight.” 

Cook’s  loss  made  the  Fillies  adjust  positions  mov¬ 
ing  shooting  guard  Chelsea  Ingram  to  the  point. 

“I  was  proud  of  how  Chelsea  handle  the  pressure,” 
noted  Furnish.  “She  was  just  beginning  to  settle  into 
the  shooting  guard  spot  though  and  it  was  tough 
when  we  had  to  move  her  to  the  point.”

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Fillies  win  district  battle  with  Nicholas 


County,  drop  tough  one  to  St.  Henry

The  Harrison  County 
Fillies  continued  their 
late-season  improve¬ 
ment  as  they  defeated  the 
Nicholas  County  Lady 
Jackets  Wednesday  eve¬ 
ning,  39-28,  in  the  first 
game  of  the  girl/boy  dou¬ 
bleheader  on  the  Hilltop. 

On  Saturday  night  the 
Lady  Crusaders  of  St. 
Henry  handed  the  Fillies 
a  56-51  defeat  in  a  physi¬ 
cal  battle  again  in  the 
Hilltop  gym. 

Nicholas  County 
entered  the  Wednesday 
game  with  a  spotless 
record  in  the  district  hav¬ 
ing  won  four  times  in 
38th  district  play.  They 
had  defeated  the  Fillies  in 
a  double  overtime  affair 
on  Dec.  7  in  Carlisle  so 
Harrison  County  had  a 
score  to  settle. 

As  expected,  the  game 
was  played  very  tightly 
with  both  teams  wanting 
the  victory  badly 

Coach  Greg  Letcher’s 
Lady  Jackets  and  Coach 
Kim  Furnish’s  Fillies 
both  found  scoring  diffi¬ 
cult  early  on  and  the  score 
was  only  9-8  in  favor  of 
Harrison  County  at  the 
end  of  the  first  period. 

Several  unforced  errors 
were  committed  by  each 
team  in  the  opening  quar¬ 
ter  as  each  squad  seemed 
to  be  a  little  anxious. 

Harrison  County 
warmed  up  from  the  field 
late  in  the  first  quarter 
and  that  carried  over  to 
the  second  period. 

The  Fillies  pulled  away 
to  a  16-8  lead  after  five 
minutes  were  played 
in  the  second  period  as 
Nicholas  County  could 
not  find  the  range  from 
the  field. 

They  maintained  the 
eight-point  advantage 
throughout  the  quarter 
to  lead  20-12  at  halftime. 

Nicholas  County  was 
ice  cold  from  the  field  in 
the  opening  half  connect¬ 
ing  on  only  four  of  27 
tries. 

Harrison  County  con¬ 
nected  on  a  much  better 
percentage  making  nine 
of  20  from  the  field  with 
junior  Jordan  Doram 
scoring  the  same  total 
(12)  as  the  Lady  Jackets 
in  the  half. 

Harrison  County’s 
defensive  pressure  con¬ 
tinued  to  affect  the 
Nicholas  County  girls  in 


the  second  half  as  they 
never  did  get  on  track 
offensively. 

Sophomore  guard 
Megan  Bretz  drove  the 
ball  into  the  middle  but  a 
collapsing  defense  caused 
her  to  miss  many  of  her 
shots. 

Bretz  did  manage  to 
connect  for  a  team  high 
12  points  for  the  game  as 
she  was  the  only  Nicholas 
County  player  in  double 
figures. 

Doram  had  the  game 
high  of  18  points  and 
sophomore  guard  Chelsea 
Ingram  was  also  in  dou¬ 
ble  figures  with  12. 

“Chelsea  seemed  to 
settle  into  her  shooting 
guard  role  tonight  and 
played  her  best  game  for 
some  time,”  said  Furnish. 
“She  hit  three  3-point 
shots  that  sparked  our 
scoring  when  we  needed 
it.  I  was  really  proud  of 
how  all  of  the  girls  played 
tonight.  I  thought  we  con¬ 
trolled  the  game  through¬ 
out.  We  were  really  glad 
to  get  this  win.” 

The  win  improved  the 
Fillies  to  5-18  with  the 
Lady  Jackets  falling  to 
16-9. 

Saturday’s  Senior  Night 
game  was  very  physical. 

The  Lady  Crusaders 
of  St.  Henry  play  a  disci¬ 
plined,  tough  style  which 
led  to  a  very  combative 
ball  game. 

This  style  came  to  have 
a  big  role  in  the  game  as 
shooting  guard  Ingram 
had  to  leave  the  game  on 
two  separate  occasions 
with  a  bloody  nose. 

The  Harrison  County 
substitution  pattern  was 
disrupted  by  her  absence 
causing  players  to  have  to 
be  on  the  floor  for  longer 
periods  of  time. 

The  game  was  close 
throughout  as  St.  Henry 
led  by  one  point  at  the 
end  of  the  first  period 
and  by  two  at  halftime, 
29-27. 

St.  Henry  pulled  away 
at  the  start  of  the  third 
period  as  they  scored  the 
first  six  points  of  the  sec¬ 
ond  half. 

Harrison  County  bat¬ 
tled  evenly  the  remain¬ 
der  of  the  period  to  trail 
by  42-35  going  into  the 
fourth  and  final  period. 

The  Fillies  battled 
back  and  trailed  by  four 
with  less  than  a  minute 
to  go  and  had  the  ball. 


Unfortunately  they 
turned  the  ball  over  on 
three  straight  posses¬ 
sions  and  lost  by  the  56-51 
score. 

“I  was  not  happy  with 
our  late  execution  with 
the  turnovers,  but  over¬ 
all  we  had  a  good  game,” 
noted  Furnish.  “This 
team  has  played  Brossart 
and  Mason  County  really 
close  and  we  had  a  chance 
to  beat  them  at  the  end.  If 
we  could  have  shot  our 
free  throws  better  we 
would  have  won.” 

The  Fillies  were  only 
13  of  23  from  the  charity 
stripe  for  the  game. 

The  loss  left  the  Fillies 
at  5-19  with  a  game 
Monday  at  Scott  High, 
Wednesday  at  home  with 
Augusta,  and  a  final  road 
trip  to  Bryan  Station 
Friday  night  still  to  wrap 
up  the  regular  season. 


St.  Henry  improved  to 
11-14  with  the  win. 

There  were  two  big 
events  on  Saturday 
night. 

Elizabeth  Boyers  cel¬ 
ebrated  her  Senior  Night 
as  she  is  the  only  senior 
on  the  Fillies  squad. 

Boyers  has  been  a  valu¬ 
able  contributor  to  the 
Fillies  this  season  as  she 
has  logged  many  minutes 
coming  off  the  bench. 
Boyers  is  noted  for  her 
defensive  ability. 

Junior  Jordan  Doram 
became  only  the  fourth 
Fillie  to  grab  1,000-plus 
rebounds  in  her  career. 

Only  Dorothy  Boyers, 
Libby  Purcell  and  Megan 
Gray  had  picked  off 
more  than  1,000  caroms 
before  Doram  joined  the 
exclusive  group  Saturday 
night.

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Thorobreds  lose  two  of  three,  Kendall  shakes  up  line  up

The  Harrison  County 
Thorobreds  have  seen  their 
once  sparkling  14-5  record 
crumble  to  a  16-11  mark  losing 
five  of  their  last  seven  games, 
which  caused  Coach  Larry 
Kendall  to  change  the  start¬ 
ing  line  up  Saturday  when  the 
Breds  traveled  to  Martha  Layne 
Collins  High  School. 

The  Thorobreds  started  the 
past  week  with  a  loss  at  Estill 
County  (12-14)  in  a  performance 
that  was  less  than  desired  to 
say  the  least. 

They  then  hosted  Nicholas 
County  on  Wednesday  and 
defeated  the  district  rival 
Bluejackets  (9-18)  by  only  nine 
points  while  being  out  hustled 
all  over  the  floor. 

The  following  Friday  and 
Saturday  brought  two  more 
losses,  to  Mason  County  and 
to  Collins,  which  propelled  the 
Harrison  County  squad  the 
wrong  direction  as  the  district 
nears  on  Monday. 

The  Nicholas  County  win  saw 
the  Thorobreds  jump  out  to  a 
25-18  lead  at  the  end  of  the  first 
quarter,  but  Harrison  County 
was  never  able  to  stretch  the 
lead  over  the  Bluejackets, 
who  they  defeated  in  early 
December  by  a  71-48  score. 

The  Nicholas  County  boys 
played  their  usual  physical 
style  that  sent  Harrison  County 
to  the  foul  line  40  times  in  the 
game. 

The  Breds  were  caught  up  in 
the  physical  style  and  commit¬ 
ted  several  fouls  that  allowed 
28  trips  to  the  charity  stripe  for 
the  visiting  Jackets. 

Harrison  County  made 
10  more  free  tosses  than  did 
Nicholas  County,  which  led  to 
the  final  nine-point  margin 
71-62. 

Junior  Dillon  Pulliam  scored 
the  most  points  in  the  game  as 
he  scored  27. 


Senior  Tyler  Wagner  was  the 
only  other  Thorobred  in  double 
figures  with  14. 

Sophomore  Landon  Sexton 
led  the  way  for  Nicholas 
County  as  he  was  red  hot  from 
the  three-point  arc  scoring  25 
points. 

He  had  eight  of  the  nine  three 
successful  three-point  attempts 
for  the  Nicholas  County  squad. 

Fellow  sophomore  Ben 
Duncan  added  11  points  and 
junior  Scott  Keaton  scored  10, 
both  coming  off  the  bench  for 
Coach  Kevin  Reinhardt. 

After  the  game,  Coach 
Kendall  voiced  his  displeasure 
with  the  Breds’  effort. 

“We  didn’t  play  smart  and 
made  some  poor  decisions,” 
noted  the  first-year  coach. 

Part  of  the  poor  decisions  was 
multiple  three-point  attempts 
where  the  Thorobreds  were  a 
poor  four  of  26  for  the  night. 

The  three-point  story  con¬ 
tinued  at  Mason  County  on 
Friday  as  the  Breds  continued 
the  less-than-torrid  shooting 
from  behind  the  arc. 

Inaccuracy  again  was  not  a 
deterrent  from  shooting  the 
bombs  as  Harrison  County  was 
again  four  of  26  from  the  three- 
point  area. 

The  five  starters  were  a  pal¬ 
try  two  of  17  for  the  game. 

Senior  Jordan  Stubbs  started 
the  Thorobreds’  scoring  as  he 
hit  a  trey  to  give  the  visiting 
Harrison  County  team  the  lead 
at  3-2. 

This  was  the  only  lead  of  the 
night,  however,  as  the  Royals 
(16-8)  roared  out  to  a  22-12  first 
quarter  advantage. 

Things  were  worse  in  the  sec¬ 
ond  quarter  as  poor  shot  selec¬ 
tion  by  Harrison  County  led  to 
a  four  for  17  performance  and  a 
42-20  halftime  deficit. 

While  the  Harrison  County 
field  goal  shooting  was  seven 
of  31  in  the  first  half,  the  Mason 


County  quintet  was  making 
more  than  half  of  their  shots 
hitting  18  of  35. 

The  third  quarter  began 
as  the  first  half  had  gone  so 
Coach  Kendall  began  to  sub¬ 
stitute  to  try  a  five  that  could 
successfully  press  the  Royals  to 
get  back  into  the  game. 

The  five  juniors,  Grant  Carr 
and  Mason  Ritchie  with  sopho¬ 
more  D.J.  Hicks  and  seniors 
Scott  Kendall  and  Eli  Gross, 
put  forth  a  fine  defensive  effort 
and  in  the  last  quarter  and  one 
half  were  able  to  cut  into  the 
Mason  County  lead. 

At  one  point  in  the  fourth 
quarter  the  Breds  made  a  14-to- 
2  run  and  cut  the  lead  to  nine 
before  running  out  of  gas  and 
time  falling  70-61. 

The  usually  sure-handed 
Royals  made  14  of  their  16 
turnovers  against  the  Harrison 
County  pressure  defense. 

Senior  Steven  Chambers  led 
the  Royals  with  21  points  in  the 
game  followed  by  junior  Shawn 
Johnson  with  20. 

Pulliam  with  13  and  Hicks 
with  10  led  Harrison  County’s 
scoring. 

Coach  Kendall  began  the 
Collins  game  with  the  line  up 
that  finished  the  Friday  game 
at  Mason  County. 

The  17-6  Titans,  who  are 
thought  to  be  among  the  three 
best  teams  in  the  8th  Region, 
were,  by  most  accounts,  the 
best  team  that  the  Breds  have 
faced  this  season. 

The  new  line  up  battled  the 
home-standing  Collins’  five  to 
a  19-13  first  quarter  with  a  bal¬ 
anced  attack  led  by  five  points 
from  Mason  Ritchie. 

Harrison  County  was  able  to 
keep  it  close  in  the  second  peri¬ 
od  again  with  more  balance  as 
Carr  joined  Ritchie  with  five 
points  each  at  the  half  with  the 
Breds  trailing  by  10  at  31-21. 

The  talented  Titans  went  on 


an  eight-to-nothing  run  to  start 
the  second  half  and  though 
Harrison  County  continued  to 
battle  they  could  not  get  any 
closer  than  the  final  68-55  mar¬ 
gin. 

Defensively,  Harrison  County 
caused  15  Collins  turnovers 
while  only  turning  the  ball 
over  nine  times. 

Collins  had  a  big  43-16  advan¬ 
tage  on  the  boards  and  shot 


the  ball  better  than  Harrison 
County,  which  was  the  ultimate 
downfall  for  the  Breds  again.
